Since the Johnston Education Association and the administration are leaning hard on 
their members, faculty and staff to not blog (yes, we still are able to intercept some 
communications) and to keep as quiet about the race as possible (outside of their 
password- protected e-mail missives) ... I'll inject a little information and opinion into 
the discussion to fill the void and explain some things to the community at large. 



The Teacher's Union (JEA) and the administration are strongly endorsing -- if not 
requiring ~ faculty and staff to tow the line for a ticket they are endorsing comprised 
of two incumbents (Jill Morrill and Mike Farrell) and two challengers (Greg Dockum 
and Deb Henry). If you see a house with their signs lined up like firewood, chances 
are a teacher or district employee lives there, or some other beneficiary... of the 
district's financial largess. If you read the signatures of many of the letters' 
signatories, you'll find that nearly all of them are district employees (or their 
spouses). 



Why is the union pushing the ticket it is? Since the union will not speak outside of its 
password protected Facebook fortress, and administrators do not want to appear as 
self-serving as they are, I'll go ahead and spill the beans: As with most union-related 
endorsements (even though this one is not "public") there are "strings 
attached ...They are promising that "their slate" will put a student on the board 
(without even exploring the complexities of the Iowa Code this would entail). They 
are promising that their slate will protect administrator's $12 per year (all you care to 
eat) family healthcare plan. They are promising that their slate can eliminate 100 
percent bussing so that transportation would only be provided to those students who 
live outside the mandated two-mile zones required by Iowa Code. (This ~ they argue 
- frees up budget money to further fund a non-sustainable "Cadillac" healthcare plan 
for district employees, the increase costs of which last year alone eclipsed our entire 
annual transportation budget.) They understand that the board will soon be in receipt 
of the State Auditor's re-audit report of district finances (focused on individual and 
collectively bargained employment contracts) and will be faced with making policy 
and probably personnel changes as a result of its findings. Many of the initial findings 
filed in the request for re-audit outlined a derelection of fiduciary oversight on the 
part of Jill Morrill and Mike Farrell. Oh heavens, the prospect of John Dutcher on the 
board asking questions for two more years is bad enough! The prospect of having 
some of those questions yield answers that confirmed the validity of his concern, as 
well as a sitting board member's right to ask questions - that would be just too 
much for them to bear!

Because I 
understand the gravity of the decisions the next board will make, and understand

I'll 
be there, too, and I'm happy to provide anyone who wants to know, as much insight 
into the realities of this race as they have the stomach to hear. 
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Be aware, if this race is to be a "referendum" on me, I like my odds.
